(Washington, D.C.) - An FBI document 
released last week by the Senate Intelligence 
Commiltee investigating the FBI provea 
conclusively that the FBI actively instigated, 
pmvoked and assisted the Ron Karenga-led US 
nrganizatinn to commit violenre against the 
Black Parit her Party in Los Angeles in 1968-09, 
with the expressed objective of disrupting and 
destroying the Black Panther Party. 

The document is da led December 2, 1968, 
just six weeks before Black Panther Party 
Southern California leaders Alprentice 
' l Bunchy M Carter and John Huggïns were 
gunned to death by mernbers of the US 
nrganization on the Umversity of California, 
Los Angeles campus. 

US nrganization mombers George and Larry 
Stiller were subsequently convicted of secnnd- 
degree murder and eonspiracy to commif 
murder for the slaying of Comrades “Bunchy' 1 
and John and were seineneed to life 
imprisonment. However. on March 31, 1974, 
both “escapecW from San Quentm prison by 
walking away from a family visitors' area 
duringa weekend family visit. 

Released with the document were nine, 
full-page leaflet drawings conceived and 
executed by the FBI, showing US organizaUon 
members violently nttacking and invulling 
leaders of the Black Panther Party, (See 
centerfold,) One leaflet pietures a figure 
labeled Bon Karenga perusing a list of 
*'Things to do Today/' The list contains the

The ene FBI COINTELPRÖ 
document on the US organization 
was sent to 13 cities throughout 
the country, with instructions for 
each loca3 office to come up with 
simUar covert operations and 
report every two weeks, In each 
of those 13 cities Black Panther 
Party formations came under 
violent attack in thal period- 

Further, the testimony of the 
former FBI informér that "infil- 
trated’' the KKK Gary Thomas 
Rowe, Jr + , bef ore the Committee 
last week confirms charges made 
by the Black Panther Party and 
Black leaders throughout the 
country that the FBI and loeal 
police departments, particularly 
throughout the South, cooperated 
in provoking violence, including 
niurder, against Blacks and olher 
Civil Rights advocates at the 
height of that movement, 

The Cnmmittee-released In¬ 
formation clearly reveals that in 
Chicago the FBI attempted to 
instigate and provoke violent 
encountcrs bet ween the then 
Blackstone Hangers and the 
Illinois Chapter of the Black 
Panther Party with the immediate 
objecüve of undermming the 
BPP's attempt to politicize the 
po Werf ul Street gang* 

The events of 1969 in Los 
Angeles establish that the FBI 
was successful in instigating and 
provoking the US organization to 
make murderous assaults against 
the Black Panther Party resulting 
in at least four murders of BPP 
mombers by the LIS organization. 

There are railway car loads of 
evidence in the FBI and loeal 
police files around the country, 
some of which must be in the 
Committee's hands, pmving FBI- 
police cooperation and inaligation 
of violent assaults on the Black 
Panther Parly as wel! as under- 
mining and disruptive activity 
with in the BPP. 

Justice demands that that 
evidence be tncovered and 
exposed, that the Black Panther 
Party be publicly vindicated and 
compensated and the real 
criminals be p rosecu led*

REVEALED 

The letter was sent on the 
recommendation of the Chicago 
office of the FBI and approved by 
J. Edgar Hoove* in Washington/ 
D.C. The recommendation was 
contained in a memo dated 
December 16, 1968. Approval 

wasgrantéd in a Washington FBI 
memorandum dated January 12, 
1969. 

The handwritten letter said the 
folio wing: ‘'Brother Jeff: Fve 
spenl sortie time w r ith Panther 
friends on the west side lately and 


I know vvhat's been going on. The 
Brothers that run the Panthers 
blaine you for blocking their Lhing 
and there s suppose to be a hit 
out for you, Pm nol a Panther or a 
Hanger, just Black. From what I

Authorization for sending the 
letter included the following 
instructions: “Utilize a com- 
mercially purchased envelope for 
this letter and insure that the 
mailing is not traced to the 
source.

This disdosure was made last 
week by Senator Philip A, Hart of 
Michigan, at the Senate intel¬ 
ligente cnmmittee’s hearings in 
Washington on FBI violations. An 
FBI official, James Adams* 
denied the purpose of the letter 
was to encourage the Blackstone 
Hangers and the Black Panther 
Party members to Ikill each other 
in Street warfare, Ho wever, Hart 
said it is difficulL to '’come to any 
other conclusion. 

Gommittee minority counsel, 
Curtis H. Smothers testified that 
in Chicago the FBI had a program 
to “exacerbate' (heighten) ten- 
sions between the Black Panther 
Party and the Stones.

December 12, 1870 


Following the Civil War and a 
convindng defeat of the Con- 
fedèracy, the Reconstructbn era 
of the South brought then 
unparalleled politica! and educa¬ 
tional rights to Southern Blacks, 
On December 12, 1870, Joseph 
H, Rainey became the first Black 
person ever to be elected to the 
H.S House of Representatives. 


December 11, 1872 

The bold, da ring and elegant 
P,B,S* Finch back was a famous 
politica! figure of the Recon- 
struction South. In the state of 
Louisiana he w r as elected sena¬ 
tor, lieiitenant governor, and 
became acting governor on 
December 11» 1872, after an 
impeachmenl of tlie fermer 
office holder.

COUNTY SUPERVISOR 


THE RACE FOR 

The frontrunning candidate for 
the recently created seat on 
the Alameda County Board of 
Supervisors and "the people's 
friend in the upcoming June, 
1976 , elections, is John George, 
an astute Black Oakland attorney 
who formally announced kis 
candidacy af a press conference 
on December 8. Foliowing is a 
reprint of an in-depth interview 
witk Brother George written by 
Sue Soennichsen and publisked 
in the December 3 issue of' 
the weekly, The Möntdarion. 

The highly touted new “minor- 
Uy” district the Alameda County 
Board of Supervisors formed 
when it redistricted recently is 

realïy not so much a minority 
district at all. 

It is t more accurately, a liberal 
Democratie district. An estimated 
36 per cent of the electorale in the 
new District Five is Black, around 
eight per cent are other 
mi noriti es. 

Hut the first, and some say the 
strongest candidate for ihat seat 
is a Black Oakland lawyer, John 
George. 

George, at age 47, is hmnely, 
bright and possessed of a sarcas* 
lic wit that bursts forth perindb 
cally and unexpectedly. 

Out of Atlanla, via Tuskeegee, 
through Cal Berkeley and 
Haslings Law School, George has 
made hls imprint on East Ray 
politics, where hïs Democratie 
credéntials are impeecable. 

He campaigned for Congress- 
inan Ron Pellums, is founder of 
the Muleskinners, ars Oakland 
Black Democratie club and is 
backed by a sizeable number of 
successful local politkians. 

He is being opposed in District 
Five, which stretches north frorn 
Lakeshore and central Oakland, 
through Berkeley, by two 
Berkeley City Council mombers, 
Byron Rum ford, Jr., and Sue 
Hone. 

George, while a successful 
politica! organizer, til3 now has 
not been successful in gelling 
himself elected. He lost in his 
i%8 challenge of Congressman 
Jeffrey Cohelan — the congress¬ 
en DelSums beat two yoars 
later. 

But George is süll running. 

II was running that got him out 
of the South, brought him to 
California on a seholarship for his 
talent in running track.

Saudi Arabian 
Official Blasts Bias 
Charges Over 
Highway Jobs 

(San Francisco, Calif,) — 

Charges last week that Saudi 
Arabia would not permit the entry 
of “Jews, Blacks and women” 
ort a highway construction pro- 
jects have been hranded as 
“false" by Saudi AmbassacLor 
Sheik Ali Alireza in a statement in 
Washington, D.C, 

Ambassador Alireza was 
rêsponding to the suspension of 
negotiations between Saudi 
Arabia and California officials on 
the S25 mi 11 ion project to hire 
state highway employees facing 
cutbacks in employment next 
year in California. California 
Govemor Edmund G. Brown, Jr., 
suspended the negotiations in 
response to pretests by state 
officials and civil rights gmups 
that the Saudi govemment would 
not welcome Jews, Blacks or 
women into their country. 

State transportation officials 
touched off the controversy with 
remarks that the Saudi govern- 
ment would not welcome Jews, 
Blacks or women. However, Gene 
Berthelsen, spokesperson for the 
Transportation Department later 
said that the discrimination issue 
concerning Blacks and women 
was a “misunderstanding based 
upon some personal impressions 
by the mombers of the negotia- 
ting team that should never have 
gotten around/' 

r I’he Saudi embassy statement 
clarified the issue with the 
stipulation that “Zionists" would 
not be allowed ïn the country, but 
that the re was no stipulation that 
Blacks or women would be barred 
frorn entering Saudi Arabia. □

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318 TRANSFERRED TROM RIKERS ISLAND IN MOVE 
TO EASE OVERCROWDING 


(Bronx, N.Yd - Acting swiftly 
in the wake of a coordmated, 
17-hour takeover which ended in 
a victory agreement for the 
majnrïty Black and Puerto Rican 
inmat es, 318 pretrial detainees 
were transferréd from the House 
of Detention for Men on Rikers 
ïsland here to other prison 
facilitÈes. 

The move — to the Bronx 
House of Detention, the state 
prison in Ossining and other 
faciUties on Riker s — is a long 
overdue act ïntended to ease the 
Iremendous pressures of over- 
crowdmg which served as one of 
the chief sparks for the seizure 
and destruction of several cell 
blocks late on Sunday, November 
23. 

Nearly all the 1,800-man 
population at the decrepit 42- 
year-old prison actively partici- 
pated in the insurrection, which 
saw five guards barricaded in 
with the rehelling inmates, only 
to be released one-by-one as the 
demands were met. (See last 
week s issue of THE BLACK 

PAMTHER.) 

VICTORY ACCÖRD 

The victory aeeord, negotiated 
bet ween the inmates and two top 
Department of Correction offi¬ 
cials induded: amnesty for the 
rebelling prisoners; no prosecu- 
tien for damages; the formation 
of a review board to monitor the 
amnesty; and a promise that the 
correction department "wdth all 
the resources'* at its cominand, 
would tackle major grievances of 
overcrowdïng, bail, discipline, 
visting conditions and im proper 
medical care. 

Damages from the rebel! ion 
eredited by knowledgeable in¬ 
siders to have been the end result 
of long-time city stalling on 
court-ordered improvements, is 
expected to run into the hundreds 
of thousands, Two cell blocks, 
capable of holding over 600 men , 
were rendered totalïy unusable 
by the inmates, and extensïve 
tunneling was done intercon- 
neeting tbe areas seized. 

The only injury clurmg the 
tense 17 hours oceurred when a 
defective tear gas cannister 
exploded in the hands of 
Rikers warden, Louis Greco, 
Wild allegations of assaults on 
some of the prison guards — 
whnm inmate^ spokespersons 
emphalically dcnied were "hos- 
tages" hut ra tb er Inadvertent 
capiives in the fast-moving bar¬ 
ricade prncess — were discredited 
bv both prison officials and the 
Bronx district atlnrney. 


Many of the grievances for- 
warded by the inmates were not 
new^ to prison officials, but are 
actually the same demands 
voiced . durmg the famous 
*“Tombs" revolt in 1970, Incleed, 
a major factor in the overcrowd- 
ing at Rikers results from the 
city's ill-advised decision to close 
down the Tombs (Manhattan 
House of Detention) in Decem¬ 
ber, I974 t rather than enforce 
certain court-ordered improve- 
mênts. 

In recent months, federal 
Judge Morris Lasker — the same 
District Court judge who once 
rilled that the Tombs violated the 
Gonsütutional rights of the pre¬ 
trial detainees confined there and 
w’ould "shock the conscience of 
any Citizen who knew of them* — 
has passed down several direc- 
tives on upgrading the conditions 
at Rikers, all of which were 
interpreted narrowly by the city 
or ignored, 

During the seizure, the inmates 
armed themselves with spears 
made of ripped out steel piping, 
wrapped towels over their hands 
to block out the noxious lear, gas 
fumes, and erected mattresses as 
"shields." Yet, a possible police 
assault to relake the seized areas 
never occured, possihly because, 
in the words of Board of 
Correction chaiiman and active 
negotiator Peter Tufo, “When I 
saw these guys all 1 could think 
about was Attica,' 1 

A sad commentary on the 
transfer is revealed in the fact 
that over 100 of the men moved 
were assigned to the Bronx 
House of Detention, which itself

had been scheduled to close 
because of budget cuts on 
Monday, December 2, 

As of last Monday evening, all 
the remaining 1,449 inmates at 
Rikers were confined to their 
cells undera general lock-down. 

Speculatirtn that the transfers 
were made against certain politi¬ 
ca lly active inmates or as re- 
prisals against the rebeilion 
leaders have, as yet, pro vod 
to be unfounded. Yet, remember- 
ing the city s bad faith in 
breaking agreements ending the 
earlier Tombs and Queens 
rebellions in 1970, constant 
vilgilance by; both the inmates 
and the supporting community at 
large must be maintained.O

F.D.A. Panel 


Finds Sleep Aids 
Unsafe 


(Washington, D.C.I — A 
panel of seven medical experts 
last week reported to the Food 
and Drug Administration {FDA) 
that none of the most common 
active ingredients , in non- 
prescription sedatives and sleep 
aids ean be classified as fuliy 
safe and effective for their 
advertised uses. (See THE 
BLACK PANTHER, October 14, 
1975.) 

The chairperson of the panel, 
Dr. Karl Rickels, professor of 
psychiatry and pbarmacology ai 
the University of Pénnsylvania, 
said the panel was shocked over 
the advertisïng claims and im- 
plications made for some of the 
drugs studied. The report 
studied three types of drugs sold 
over-lhe-counter; sleep aids, 
products to reduce nervous 
tension and stimulant pills. 

The panel studied all avaïlable 
data on 23 Chemical compounds 
that are the basic ingredients of 
the n onprescHptïon drugs, In 
the stimulant category, caffeine 
was the only major ingrediënt 
considered "safe" and effec- 
tive. 

The majnrïty of the ingre¬ 
dients studied fel) in the second 
category — not recognized as 
safe and effective. The rest were 
put in a category in which the 
panel said the available data 
were insufficiënt to show safety 
and effective ness. 

The panel was partieularly 
critical of the drugs designed to 
re lieve nervous tension and 
anxiety, many of w hich contain 
antihislamines, a Chemical 
compound that may produee 
exce s si ve drt nv si ness without 
providing any real anti-anxiety 
benefit. 

t DA Commissioner Dr, 
Alexander M. Sc hmidi said that 
Products with unsafe and non- 
effective Chemical compounds 
would have to be reformulated 
or removed from the markot 
alter the PDA review process ^ 
compleled.

Chicago 
Black Police 
Leader Attacked 


K hicago, I1L) — "Somebody is 
going to get killed" if "radally 
motivated ’' attacks by White 
police officers against Black 
police officers continue within the 
Chicago Police Department, 
Renault Robin son r executive 
director of the Afro-American 
Patrolmen's League, warned here 
in a press conference on Novem¬ 
ber £5, 

The press conference was 
cal led by the League folio wing 
the arrest and attempted bru- 
talizalinn tliree days earlier of 
three Black police officers, inclu- 
ding Howard Saffold, president of 
the AAPL t on an aileged 
speeding violatïon. The three, 
Saffold, Edgar Gosa and Ode 
Brown, members of the AAPL, 
were on route to the 9th District 
police station to recruit Black 
policemen for the League, 

At the press conference, 
Howard Saffold charged that the 
two White arrêsting officers — 
members of a tactical unit — did 
not even carry a traffic ticket 
book when they stopped the ear 
containing the three Black 
officers, approached with guns 
drawn and shouted racial insults.

Roblnson charged that "the 
arrest of Offieer Saffold and the 
other two officers was racially 
motivated.'" He said that when 
the car was stopped, the occu- 
pants idenüfied Lhemselves as 
policemen and asked that a 
supervising sergeant he sent to 
the scene — the police depart- 
ment's required procedure for 
incidents between policemen, 

Instead. Robinson charged, the 
arrêsting officers used their radio 
to issue an "officer-needs-as- 
sistance' call and 15 other 
policemen responded 'like a wolf 
pack," Locking themselves inside 
the car and daring the threaten- 
ing officers to "shoot us through 
the Windows," the three officers 
insisted that a supervising 
sergeant be dispatched to the 
scout? b 

Robinson said that the W hite 
officers, with drawn guns, ca lied 
the three officers in the car 
"niggers" and shnuted other 
racial insults. When the three 
voluntanly emerged from their 
car, they were handcuffed,

one-time key FBI undercover 
operative, 

1 he Los Angeles Times reports 
that the fomner operative, Gary 
Thomas Rowe, Jr,, says he can 
also givc the details of the FBPs 
campaign to defame and discredit 
Dr. Martin Luther King, Jr., 
before the dvil rights leader 's 
assassirration in 1968. 

Rowe has made several allega- 
tions, all of which he and his 
attomey says he is pre pa red to 
testify to before the Committee, 

One allegation is that the FBI 
partidpated in at least a dozen 
cases of electronic surveillance 
involving church es and K lans¬ 
men s homes, as well as a motel 
room Dr. King was staving in, 

Rowe says he gave the FBI 
three weeks advance notice that 
the Klan, in conspiracy with 
Birmingham police, was planning 
to assault Freedom Riders in 
1961 in Birmingham, 

The FBI apparéntly never 
relayed the warnïng to the 
Justice Department and the as- 
saull occurred without federal 
intervention . 

Klansrnen also had access to 
Birmingham police files on dvil 


rights leaders and rode aroimd in 
Birmingham police cars planning 
violence, all with the FRFs 
knowledge. 

ftowe s fourth aiiegation was 
that Klansrnen and the Jefferson 
County sheriffs office, with the 
FRFs advance knowledge, 
"planled" evidence of illegal 
liquor at an integrated country 
dub, The club was pudlocked 
after a sheriffs raid seized the 
"planled" evidence. 

Rowe said he told the FBI 
about meetings hehl held with 
Birmingham police arranging a 
Klan "reception" for Freedom 
Riders when they traveled to 
Alabama In 1961. 

The arrangement was for a 
Klan mob armed with clubs to be 
given 15 minutes in which to 
assault the Freedom Riders be¬ 
fore any police wou ld arrivé on 


the scene. He said he passed the 
Information on to the FBI. 

The assault took place in 
Birmingham on M other" s Day, 
May 14, 1961, Rowe said séveral 
4?BI agcnls observed the attack, 
including two agents w r ho took 
moving pietures of it. 

The late Eugene {Buil) Conuor, 
who w r as Birmingham's police 
commissioner, later told reporters 
that police were not on the scene 
because it was Mother s Day and 
the police were at home with their 
mothers. 

Rowe said that w r hen first 
recruited by the FBI in 1960, he 
was told to "participate in no 
violence whatsnever/’ 

"This went on for severai 
monlhs, 1 ’ Rowe said, "and then 
they said ‘Look, there + s crap 
going on that you're not report- 
ing." 

He said he explained that he 
could not get Information on 
violence by merely attending 
Klan meetings, that he would 
have to participiV^ in what the 
Klan called "m mary w r ork" 
and this would put him in 
jeopardy if he did not join in the 
violence, 

"So afier that I became very 
active in the missionary workf' 
Rowe said, "but e:u h and overy 
time I would report m the FBI 
what we were going to do, and 
nothing w r as ever doiu ah. n, it," 

Rowe served as an F" jnder- 
cover agent unlil he sui t aced in 
1965 as the star - against 

three Klansrnen .used of kilf 
ing Mrs. Viola Liuzzo, a White 
civil rights vvorker n Lowndes 
County, Alabama. 

Rowe said he th ided to teil his 
story to the Set ite committee 
because the FBI h,. i fa Lied to givt 
him a life-time ïvernment job 
and fulfill other r cunises he said 
were made to him in return for his 
undercover vvor k

Students at Howard have 
charged Rubin with “negleet of 
professional responsihüities" and 
have cited instances of physicaï 
confrontalions between Rubin 
and students. lt was brought up 
in a faculty meeting last year that 
Rubin had aclually been seen 
physically assaulting a student. 

Numerous instances of Rubin’s 
ineptness and unconcern as a 
teacher have heen brought forth* 
During the spring semesters of 
1974 and 1975, students eontend 
that Rubin did not even teacb his 


class, " P rob 1 eins of South Af- 
rica," turning those duties over 
to a graduale student. According 
to The Hilltop , the Howard 
Student newspaper, Jones Akin- 
boboia oven took over the re- 
sponsibility of advising and grad- 
ing student research projects.

INSULTED 

At the station, the three were 
repeatedly insulted and shoved 
around and at first did not 
retalmte.

He produced a report showing 
that the AAPL has received S55 
Citizen complaints against the 
police this year. More than 50 per 
cent of these, he noted, involved 
officers in five heavily Black 
police districts, 

The AAPL officials said they 
are requesting investigations into 
the incident and into racism in 
general with in the Chicago police 
Department by the U.S. Justice 
Department and State's Attorney 
Bemard Carey.

Police Superintendent James 
M. Rochford defended the action 
of the White officers and claimed 
that they were “baited into a

Black officers. He claimed that 
the White officers “were simply 
doing their jobs 1 " when they 
Kalled the car. and charged the 
three Black officers with ha ving a 
' low performance" record, with 
being guilty of “noncompliance 

with rules" and with having

Attempts by the arresting 
officers to enter charges of 
aggravated battery, resisting 
arrest and drunken driving were 
ünsueessful.

Suit Filed 
Exposing 
Indiana Prison 
Health Care 
Abuses 

(Chicago, Dl.) — The mother of 
a Black inmate who was the 
fourlh prison er to die this year in 
the medical facility of the federal 
prison at Terre Haute. Indiana. is 
filing a suit seeking to expose 
the inadequacy of health care in 
the federal prison system in 
genera! and the Terre Haute 
prison in particular. 

According to a news release 
issued on November 25 by the 
People’s Law Office here, com- 
m unity support is building 
arotmd the case of Brother Yusuf, 
a Sunni Muslim leader at the 
Terre Haute federal prison who 
died earlier this year, A House of 
Representatives sub committee on 
prisons has been asked to hoïd 
formal hearings on deaths in the 
federal prison system, focusing 
on Terre Haute. 

INVESTÏGATÏGN 

A three-month investigation 
into Brother Yusuf's death has 
revealed 12 medical errors made 
by the prison medical staff in a 
period of 17 days. 

The investigaüon conducted by 
the Feople's Law Office consisted 
of four particular procedures: 

1. The exhumatioti of the body 
and an independent autopsy, 

2* Obtaining the medical re- 
cords from the United States 
Bureau of Frisons. 

3. Having a physician and a 
pathologist sludy the medical 
records and autopsy findings. 

4. Doing interviews with pri$- 
oners who w'orked or who were 
patients in the Imspital at the 
time of Brother Yusuf f s death* 

The r esu lts of the investigation 
showed that drugs such as 
thorazine were adminïstered by 
prison personnel other than doc¬ 
tors or re giste red nurses. 

Another finding was that pris- 
on officials had ignored a recom- 
mendation by a Inca! hospita] 
phvsician who urged. that Brother 
Yusuf be transferred to a prison 
in a drier climate and one that 
had adequate facilities to treal hls 
acute asthma conditiën. 

Medical care at Terre Haute 
has been a major issue with 
inmates and they have held two 
work stoppages in the past few 
vears to protest against the pnor 
quality of health care and inade¬ 
quate medical facilities* Q 
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Cellblock in 
Stateville Prison, 
JöHet, Illinois. In¬

J. Venkus, that is enought 
gas to suffocate and kil! any 
persen suffering from an asthma 
CondHion. 

THE BLACK PANTHER has 
recently received a letter from 
Brother Frank Sam Early. an 
inmate at Stateville prison, which 
describes these newest tooi of 
terrorism employed by prison 
authorities against progressive 
Stateville inmates* The following 
is an excerpt of Brother Early’s 
letter: 


'This communication is being 
directed to the BPP’s attention as 
a request for information and 
assistance in our struggle here at 
the Stateville Prison Segregation 
Unit. 

'The amount of eannisters 
installed is 64. The cell house is 
400 feet long, and Ï00 feet in 
height, and the section through 
the cell block is approximately 14 
feet in width. 

"We, prisoners of the segrega¬ 
tion unit, which is 90 per cent 
Black, are forced to sleep under 
the threat of such gasses dis- 
charging. There are four other 
cell house s with in the prison, and 
none of them had such an 
excessive amount of gas install¬ 
ed. 


“Several of us prisoners here 
in the segregation unit deern the 
installment of such dangerous 
gasses as total disregard of 
prisoners who have respiratory 
ailments and heart ailments. It 
also constitutes a gross violation 
of our so-ealled 14th Amendnient 
rights, and violation of the state 
of Illinois constitulion, Article XI, 
Section 2 — the right of Citizens 
to live under a 'healthful environ¬ 
ment.’ 

'The installment of the gas 
appears to be a 'deliberate 
genocidal plot' by the IlHnois 
Department of Corrections di- 
rector, Allyn R. Sielaff, to destroy 
the so-called militant prisoners 
and politic al prisoners that the 
segregation unit houses! 

+ , It is a 'bureaucratie genocide 
plot/ perpetrated by the IHinois 
officials against the Black pris¬ 
oners at the tax expense of our 
own Black people in the state of 
Illinois. We request the BPP to 
advise the cpmmunity about 
ii, . .**

Recently* Attorney General Edward H, Levi ordered a review' by 
the Department of Justice of the FBI investigation that concluded 
James Earl Ray w r as the lone assassin of Dr* King. (See last week’s 
issue of THE BLACK PANTHER.) This review r was ordered as a 
result of the recent exposuro of FBI illegal wiretaps, harassment, 
and intimidatïon of Dr. King and his family shortly before Kis death* 

Democratie whip Robert C. Byrd urged the Senate Intelligente 
Committee to conduct a ll thorough re view' of the original FBr 
investigation. Speaking before the Senate, Byrd said the Justice 
Department could not conduct the re view alone at a time M when 
sonie citizens believe that every government investigation of itself 
results in a cover-up. 1T 

Meanwhile, in the House, Rep. Phïllip Burton of California said 
the House Judiciary Committee should conduct an investigation 
because of the “shocking and confirmed” disclosure of FBI 
attempts bi discredit Dr* King, 

Burton slated before the House that. “the people of the United 
States have the right io know the ex tent of the involvement of any 
federal agency in the invasion of Dr. King’s privacy, his

The IChpage, welt documented 
motion details “the contenlion of 
plaintiffs [Mrs. Iberia Hampton, 
Mrs, Willie Mae Clark and the 
seven survivors of the assault) 
that the conspiracy they have 
complained of was formcd in 
cnnscinus pursuit nf a poücy 
established at the highest leveis 
nf government, in response to 
what the decision-makers told 
themselves was a legitimate, 
urgent national need to suppress 
the Black liberaiinn movement in 
tliis country by any means 
necessary. 

‘in particular, the policy 
sought to ‘prevent the rise of a

systeni atie repressie n of Pro¬ 
gressive and revolutionary Black 
leaders. 

Later in the motion, ha ving 
established the vicious govern- 
ment conspiracy in generaL the 
atlorneys argue that: "In these 
conditions a messianic figure, 
Fred Hampton* whn could and 
did unite and electrify masses of 
Black people tand White people!) 
wherover he went, did indeed 
arise in Chicago. In the atmo- 
sphere which existed at the time,

document entitied We Charge 
Genocide , The document was 
prepared under the diröction of 
the late Ür. W.E.B. Du Bois and 
chroniclcd in detail and in depth 
U.S. monopoly capitalism s con- 
sistently racist practices against 
Black Americans, charging a 
deliberate policy of genocide of 
Black people in this country. 

The sojourn of Malcolm X on 
the continent of Africa nearly a 
decade later had as ïls chief 
objective seeuring the participa- 
Lion and support from African 
governments, mombers of the 
United Naüons, in bringing be- 
lore that world body the trulh 


people in this country and 
seeuring United Nations condem- 
naLion of those responsible. 

The effort of Du Bois, Robesoti 
anti Patterson in 1951 led to no 
action by the United Nations. The 
effort of Malcolm X was termi- 
nated by his assassination before 
he could act on it; and most of the 
many go ver n ment leaders he 
contacted on the A frican continent 
were hesiiant to commit thetn- 
selves lo such partidpation or 
support. 

We hail the United Nation 
General Assembly’s concern with 
racism as an evil to be rdoted out 
of human society. But, if the 
members of Ihe United NatioöS 
are serinus about thai concern, 
they will act with dispatch to 
ex pose and condemn the most 
po werf ul and there f ore the most 
dangerous racism of our times — 
the racism of U.S. monopoly 
capitalism.

(Marina Del Roy, Calif.) — 
Research Assoeiate International 
(RAI), a group of trade unionists, 
writers, researchers, academi- 
cians and others, has recently 
formed here to disseminate and 
publish Information on the inter- 
relatïonship batween inteJHgence 
agencies, multinational corpora- 
tions and the international trade 
union movement, 

RAI will serve as a research 
and resources center for news- 
papers and organizations. The 
group has already published a Hst 
of available publications on the 
above topics and will regularly 
publish a monthly Journal. 

Emphasizing the need for an 
organization such as the RAI, the 
group's founders referred to a 
pplnt made by Miles Copeland, 
former CIA officer and author of 
Without Cloak or Bagger and the 
Game of Nations.

Calif. Man Advorftses 
For Volunteers In 
Frssno Ree 

(Fresno, Calif,) - ‘ .4 mercenary 
is a guy who sees a job and does 
it. I don ’f suppose he would be 
the type of guy to be elected 
President of the United States . ft 

The speaker, David Bufkin, is 
well qualified on his subject, He 
is one of several Americans who 
have recruited at least 300 U.S. 
mercenaries who are now fighthig 
alongside anti-MPLA (Popular 
Movement for the Liberation of 
Angola) forces in Angola ïn a 
U.S,-led desperate at tempt to 
destroy people’s power in the 
newly independent west African 
country. 

Rufkin, 38, a erop du ster in thé 
farm comraunity of Kerman, 
Califoraia, near Fresno, has 
recruited five of the 300 U.S, 
mercenaries with a newspaper 
advertisement in the Fresno Ree, 
He told the Ree in a recent 
interview that recruiters in Los 
Angeles, Chicago, New York and 
other U.S. cities are ‘ winding 
up' f their efforls to hire American 
mercenaries to fight in Angola, 
(See related article, page 17.) 

Rufkin, who became involved 
in mercenary activities whem he 
recruited American soldiers for 
the war in Biafra (Nigeria) in the 
late 1960s, has recruited merce¬ 
naries for Angola in Los Angeles. 
The total group of Americans 
recruited for Angola will assem- 
blé in New York City, Rufkin said t 
and then will be flown to 
Portugal, the former colomal 
power in Angola, 

The “super patriotic 1 ’ Bufkin 
— at 15 he lied about his age U 
gét into the Army to fight in 
Korea and re-enlisted in 1962 to 
fight in Vietnam — declined to 


say who is financing the merce¬ 
naries, However, it is well known 
that the U.S, government is 
providing funds and weapons to 
the reactionary rivals of the 
MPLA, the National Front for the 
Liberation of Angola (FNLA), and 
the Union for thé Total Indépénd- 
ence of Angola fUNITA). 

It is also reported that 20 per 
cent of the funding for thé 
mercenaries is coming from pri¬ 
vate citizensin Portugal and 40 per 
cent is coming from Angolan 
Portuguese refugees. 

Bufkin said the response to his 
classified ad in the Fresno Ree 
was good. A former colonel and 
captain from the Fresno area 
have contacted him t he said, as 
well as several former helicopter 
pilots and ground troops. He did 
not reveal the exact number of 
reeruits he has enlisted. 

Men who sign up for six-month 
hitches will get $800 a month, 


Bufkin said, and those who sign 
up for 12 months will get $1,200 a 
month. 

‘A mercenary fights bettér 
because he's paid better and has 
more experience. And w T e don't 
have as many handicaps, ’' Rufkin 
said. 

Bufkin, a husband and father of 
three children, owns a $40,000 
home but apparently does not let 
his family or possessions affect 
his mercenary activities: 

LIVES LOOSE 

“Who says I'm not coming 
back? A mercenary is an indï- 
vidual who lives very loose. He 
looks at life as something that is 
not regimented. He has to have 
something to do that is , . . 
adventuresome. It's what Fm 
geared to,” Rufkin said in 
expressïng the fanatical devotion 
characteristic of an American 
mercenary 

Assistant U.S, Altorney Gen¬ 
eral Anthony Capozzi said Rufkin 
may have violated the U.S. 
Neutrality Act, which forbids 
U.S. citizens from joining any 
foreign army or recruiting for any 
foreign army, undér penalty of a 
$1,000 fmé and three years in jail. 

Rufkin, on the nther hand, 
claims that the re is nothing illegal 
about recruiting mercenaries in 
the U.S. “The government can't 
stop people from leaving the 
country to w f ork overseas, T ’ he 
said. 

Thé typical mercenary, Bufkin 
émphasizéd, is a man with a verv 
‘Toose" nature. 

“They'ïe men who don t want 
to be truck drivers, cooks and 
clerks. They’re different than 
your run-of-the-mUl people. 1 " 


Rosenberg files To 8e Released 

(Washington, D.C.) - The files of Jullus and Ethel Rosenberg wóll 
finally be released after officials said here last week that the Justice 
Department and the CIA will waive nearly $35,000 in search fees. 

The Rosenberg's sons, Robert and Michael, won a federal court 
order for the release of the files but had refused to pay the large fees 
for searching out files and copying thém, The Justice Department 
said it was awaiting $20,458 in search fees because of the “public 
intérest and historie sigmficance“ of the esp ion age case. At the 
same time the CIA discloséd that it waived its $14,155.30 fée on 953 
pagés of Rosenberg documents. 

the Rosenberg sons, w r ho use the name Meeropal from their 
adoptive parewts, had not requested a weiver but threatened court 
action to have the fees remnved. Their parents weré both executed 
in 1953 in the face of massive protest after being convicted for 
allegedly passing atomic secrets tothe Russiaus.

While in Oakland City College, 
Huey P. Newton made it a point 
not to move away front the Street 
brothers, “When S was not 
studying or in clas$ t “ Huey says, 
7 mos right down on the bloei 
with the righieous brothers.“ 
When he was notfigkting, he was 
blowing the brothers * minds with 
bis mterpretations of the phiio - 
sophy of Hu me r Pierce, and 
James . However, asyou read this 
portion of the chapter “The 
Brothers on the Block," from 
Revolutionary Suicido* you will 
see that Huey strove to make the 
abstract phüosophy real to his 
partners during his rap sessions 
on the block .

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the Street brothers, as Walter's 
friends had done. Thai is why 
w hen 1 was not studying or in 
class f I was down on the block 
with the righteous brothers. 

1 think one of the re asons why 
h in parlieular, had so many 
fights was because 1 weighed only 
about 130 pourids. You got a lot of 
prestige from being able to fight 
the hefly guys, who first gained 
their reputation by downing 
lightweights like me. There were 
not many others as small as I was, 
who looked the big ones in the 
eye. I had an added disad- 
vantage: all the way through 
school my baby face made people 
think I was younger than I was. I 
resented being treated like a 
baby, and to show them 1 was as 
L bad ’ as they were, I wnuld fight 
at the drop of a hat. As soon as I 
saw a dode rearing up, I struck 
hini before he struck me, bul only 
wlien there was going to be a 
fight anyway, I struck first, 
because a fight usually did not 
last very long and nine times out 
of ten the winner was the one who 
got in thé first lick. 

HET HARD 

Sonny Man was very good with 
his hands, and he taught me how 
to hit hard in spite of my light 
weight. Most of the other guys 
really did not know how to hit, so 
i always fired first and knocked 
them out, or at least knocked out 
a tooth or closed up an eye, 
Finally, 1 got a reputation as a 
had dude, and 1 did not have to 
fight as much. Every once in a 
while, however, One of the “tush 
hogs“ — our name for a bad, 
tough Street fighter on the block 
— would challenge me. After the 
fight we usually beeame really 
good fnends, because he would 
reahze that my features were 
deceiving. 

Sometimes I got into teaching 
on the block, redling poetry or 
starting dialogues about phik>- 
sophical ideas. T talked to the 
brothers about things that Hume, 
Pierce, Locke, or William James 
had said T and in that way I 
retained ideas and sometimes 
resolved problems in my own 
mind. 

These thinkers had used the 
scientific rnethod by applying 
their ideas to particular formulas, 
They exduded those things that 
did not fit into the formulas. 1 
explained this to the brothers, 
and we talked about such ques-

tinns as the existence of God, 
self-determination, and free will. 
1 would ask them, “Do you have 
free will?" 

“Yes?"- 

"Do you believe in God?'' 
“Yes.“ 

‘Is your God all-powerful?" 
“Yes," 

“Is he omniscient?" 

“Yes.“ 

Therefore, I told them, their 
alUpowerful God knew everything 
before it happened. If so, I would 
ask T “How can you say that you 
have free will when He knows 
what you are going to do before 
you do it? You are predestined to 
do what you do. If not, then your 
God has lied or He ha$ made a 
mistake, and you have already 
said that your God cannot lie or 
make a mistake/' These 
dilemmas led to arguments that 
lasted all day, over a fifth of wine; 
they cleared my thinking, even 
though T sometimes went to 
school druiik, 

Some of the brothers thought I 
was a pedant, putting them 
down, Fights starled occasionally 
over an imaginary insult, 
especially with neweomers to the 
group, who did not know me or 
my relationship to the brothers, l 
hked talking about ideas, and 
streel brothers were the only ones 
1 wanted to be with at the time, 
because I ïiked the things we 
were doing — standing on the 
corner, meeting people, watching 
Lbe women, and relating to those 
w r ho struggled for survival on the 
block. 

Rap sessions like this took 
place all over, in cars parked in 
front of the liquor store on 
Sacramento Street near Ashby in 
Berkeley, outside places where 


parties ,w f ere being held and 
sometimes inside. 

1 told them about the’ allegory 
of the cave from Plato's He public, 
and they enjoyed it. We called it 
the story of the cave prisoners. In 
the cave allegory Plato describes 
the plight of the prisoners in a 
cave who receive their impression 
of the outside world from 
shadows projected on the wal! by 
the fire at the moulh of the cave. 
One of the prisoners is freed and 
gets a view of the outside 
world — objective roality, He 
returns to the cave to teil the 
others that the scenes they 
observe on the wall are not realïly 
hut only a distorted reflection of 
it. The prisoners teil the liberated 
man that he is crazy, and he 
cannot convince them* He tries to 
take one of them outside, but the 
prisoner is terrifiod at the thought 
of facing something new r . When 
he is dragged outside the cave 
anyway, he soes the sun and is 
blinded by it. The allegory 
seemed very appropriate to our 
own situation in society. We, too, 
w r ere in prison and needed to be 
liberated in order to distinguish 
between truth and the falsehüods 
imposed on us, 

The dudes on the block still 
thought T was ' out of sight“ and 
sometimes just plain crazy. One 
of the reasons for the “crazy" 
label w ? as because ï aïw'ays did 
the unexpeeted, a valuable prac- 
tice in keeping your adversary off 
balance. If I knew f that some guys 
wanted to jump on me* 1 would go 
w here they hung out just show 
up by myself and chaïlenge them 
right on the spot. Many times 
they were tooshocked to do much 
about if.

On December 1, Reuters 
reported from Pretoria that a 
South Afriean Air Force “recon- 
naissance*’ plane had dis- 
appeared over Angola, The 
announcemenl was made by the 
South Afriean military head- 
cjuarters in Pretoria. Aboard the 
plane were an Army captain and 
two South Afriean Air Force 
secünd Üeuienants, all missing 
and beüeved dead, the statement 
said.

Under British rule, as under 
Ottoman rule, there were na Arab 
Palestinian parties in the exact 
sense of the term. There were, 
rather, factions centered around 
self-appoinied urban notables 
from big rich aristocratie families, 
such as the Husainis, the Nasha- 
shihis, the Khalids, and Abd 
al-Hadis: ' There were no coun¬ 
try-wide party elections, elected 
congresses, or rep re sent at ive 
executive bodies, Membership 
tended to be determined by 
family lies rather than on an 
individu al basis/ Families, clans 
and whole villages were attracted 
to One faction nr another by the 
reputation of the leader 's family 
rather than his personal qualities 
or qualifications, 

During the Mandate days, the 
rich, the educaled, the notables, 
the absentee landlords, the lead¬ 
ers, the nas cent bourgeoisie, 
every one that counted among the 
Arabs, lived in the cities such as 
Jerusalem, J ineen, Nablus, Gaza, 
Jaffa, Haifa, Safad and Acre. At 
the end of the 1948 war the first 
four of these cities were nutside 
the Israëli territory. The others 
were with in the state of Israël but 
were completely abandoned by 
the upper echelons of the Arab 
population. The whole educated 
ciass w r as gotie, including all 
teachers and government 
officials. This meaiit that the 
Arab masses remaining in Israël 
in 1948 were left with virtually no 
leadership, political, religieus or 
economie. 

The Palesline Communist 
Party had been an illegal under¬ 
ground move ment until World 
War II p when <fe?w f ish and Arab 
members split over the Zionist- 
Paiestinian nationalist contradic- 
tion. After 1948, only somé of the 
Arab leaders of the Communist 
Party, such as Tubi and Habibi, 


stayed in Israël. There were net, 
however, either important or 
popular at the time, 

However, when a non-Zionist 
Jewish factiën was reunited with 
the Arab factiün, the united 
Communist Party espoused the 
jtause of the Arab minority, 
emerged as the sole advocate of 
Arab rights in Israël,, and 
managed to win the loyaRy and 
support of a significant part of the 
Arab masses.

Comoro blonds 

The government of the newly 
independent Comoro Islands 
last week ordered the na- 
tion&lization of all French gov¬ 
ernment property in this Indian 
Ocean island group. The 
Comoro Islands were fnrmerly a 

French colony. The property 
indudes radio and civil aviation 
equipment as well as buildings 
once housing French govern¬ 
ment agencies. An order signed 
by the president of the National 
Executive Council, Said Mo¬ 
hammed Jaffar, declared that 
the French property would now 
belong to the Comoro govern¬ 
ment. The Cf>moro lslands lie of 
the east coast of Africa, hetween 
Mozambique and the island of 
M&dagascar. 

Guineo-Bissau 

The USSR has handed over to 
the Republic of Guinea-Bissau , 
an unspecified number of MIG 
jet fighter planes to form the 
basis of the newly independent 
country r s new air force. The 
handing-over ceremony w f as per- 
formed in the Capital of Bissau. 
The Soviet ambassador to 
Guinea-Rissau formally made 
the presentation, The planes 
were not on view, having been 
flow r n to Bissau's military air- 
field, Guinea-Bissau has also 
announced that it will receive $2 
million in economie assistance 
from Britain, according to the 
French news agency Agence 
Fra nee-Pres se . 

Rio de Oio 

The Rio de Oro liberation 
movement, POLISARIO, has 
announced that it will wage 
all-out armed struggle in Rio de 
Oro (Spanish Sahara) against an 
agreement signed last month in 
Madrid by Spain, Morocco and 
Mauritania aimed at dividing 
Rio de Oro betw-een Morocco 
and Mauritania.

The dlation reeorded 
the Unversity's esteem for the 
Hebrew University, the Land of 
the Bible and its people." 

This "esteem" had! in the past 
positively contributed to the 
establishment of the state of 
Israël, In fact, an Israëli veteran, 
Colonel Benjamin Kagan, in hls 
book, The Secret Battle for Israël, 
gives an account of the develop- 
mentof the Israëli Air Force, with 
the help of "friendly" govern- 


ments, Colonel Kagan, intro¬ 
ducé d as a man who played an 
important roie in seavenging 
the world to collect the aircraft 
and parts that went to make up 
the early Israëli Air Force is 
uniquely qualified to teil his 
story. 

From his book, it is evident that 
the Zionists’ relations with South 
Africa were aiways cordial and 
friendly. Haganah s representa- 
tive there recruited "volunteers" 
freely and without any obstacies 
from the govemment, The 
Haganah in 1947-1948 had no 
more tban a handful of pilots in 
its own forces, and "South 
African pilots consiituted the 


secoïid largest grtmp after the 
Americans." 

In late 1947, Borts Senior, son 
of a wealthy family and an 
ex-lieutenant in the South African 
Air Force, along with Cyri) Katz, 
attempted and failed to ship to 
Israël twenty fighter planes by 
sea. Later, they flew r two Bonanza 
commercial planes. After some 
revers es, Senior reached a Jewish 
settlement in the Negev. One 
South African pilot was shot down 
by Egyptian artillery in June, 
1948; another was lost, logether 
with his plane, the following 
month.

John Huggins, Bunchy Carter, 
Bobby Seale and Walter Wailace. 
Large checks are placed beside 
the nam es of Bunchy and John. 

Black Panther Party coinrades 
of the Los Angeles Chapter 
rem omber the leaflets having 
arrived by mail at the Party office 
there in envelopes containing San 
Diego. postmarks. They arrived 
folio wing the murders'of Bunchy 
and John, and were a clear threat 
that the two unchecked names on 
the list — Bobby Seale and 
Waker Wailace — were next to 
be assassirtated , 

Only after the issuance of the 
FBI directive ordering local of¬ 
fices to develop "imaginative and 
hard-hitting” measures to crlpple 
the Black Panther Party and in 
the aftermeth of the assassina- 
üons of "Bunchy” Carter and 
John Huggins, the reiationship 
bet ween the Black Panther Party 
and the US organization grew 
increasingly tense, In San Diego 
only a few days after Bunchy and 
John were murdered 14 members 
of the IJS organization forcibly 
entered the Party’s office with 
guns drawn. 

Two mnnths later, on May 
I9th, Malcnlm X's birthday, a 
number of US organization mem¬ 
bers pulled their guns on a crowd 
of people -attending a rally at 
Mnuniatn View Park, in San 
Diego, Especially singled out in 
the crowd for harassment and 
threat were Party members, On 
May 23, Party members John 
Sa vage and Jeffrey Jennings 
were walking fcoward their office 
when they met up with an US 
organization member named 
' TambozL” As the brothers 
walked by, Tambozi grabbed 
John Savage by the sh nul der, 
jammed a *38 automatit into the 
back of his neck and pulled the 
trigger. John Savage, age 24, 
died instantly. 

THREE MUNTIJS 

Less than three münths later, 
oh August 15+ Syl vaster Bell 
became the fourth member of the 
Black Panther Party murdered in 
cold blond by Kon Karenga smen, 
Comrade BelFs rnurder came 
when the trial in Los Angeles of 
US organization members for the 
assassination of "Bunchy”Carter 
and John Huggins had jusl 
begun, in a Ijlatant bui futile 
al tempt to inümkiate witnesses al 
the trial, Sylvoster Bell was 34 
years old when he was murdered. 

The murderers of Fallen Com- 
rades John Savage and Sylvester 
Bell were never prosecuted. 


The cme-page COINTELPRÖ 
document (repmduced in Center¬ 
fold) came from J, Edgar Hoover’s 
office and was sent to FBI offices 
in 13 cities; Boston, Chicago, 
Cleveland, Denver, Indianapolis, 
Los Angeles, Newark, New York, 
Omaha, Sacrament©, San Diego, 
San F rand sco and Seattle, The 
document reads as foilows; 

"For the information of recipi¬ 
ënt offices a serious struggle is 
taking place bet ween the Black 
Panther Party (BPP) and the US 
organization. The siruggle has 
reached such proportions that it is 
taking on the aura of gang 
warfare with attendant threats of 
rnurder and reprïsals, 

FULLY CAPITA LIZE 

"In order to fülly capitafize 
upon BPP and US differences as 
u ell as to exploit all avenues of 
creating further dissension in the 
ranks of the BPP , recipiënt offices 
are instructed to submit imagina- 
Live and hardhitting counlerintel- 
Ligence me asu ras aimed at crïp - 
Ihig the BPP (f3Ur emphasis).

wariare” and "threats of rnurder 
and reprisal’ was emanating 

from the US organization at the 
instigation and suggesLed of the 
FBI. 

The FBI memo quoted above 
clearly shows that the target of 
the FBFs inciteful campaign w r as 
the Black Panther Party. lts 
instructions to the local FBI 
offices w r ere to draw r up and 
submit biw r eekly plans of provoc- 
ative actions "aimed at crippling 
the BPP.” There is no suggestion 
whatsoever in the memo that the 
alleged counterintelligence 
measures should cripple or 
dam age the US organizaüons.

The Laws 
Of Motion 

Most human performances 
require the performer oither to 
move hims f or to transfer 
mot ion to an object. Therefore, 
motion is basic to the perform¬ 
ance of skills, parliculariy those 
Chat require trained aclions, 
Slany of the actions performed 

— actually all movements that 
de mand special training — re¬ 
quire au umlerslanding of the 
principlesof motion. 

These prineiples (genera! 
statements or conceptsf come 
from tb ree laws of motion that 
are derived from the Science of 
physics, Any action that cannot 
be traced back through these 
three laws should be earefully 
screened by lts performer to 
avoid injury to the body or to 
determine wasles of energy, 
speed, pow r er T Many things do 
work in spite of their unsound 
relationship to the laws of 
motion, depending on the in- 
dividua! and his/her ability to 
perform a given movement or 
series of movements. 

The first law of motion that we 
must consider has to do wiLh 
resistance to any change in 
motion. It Lakes force to begin 
motion, slow down motion, to 
accelerate or to change the 
direction of a thing. The greater. 
the change is to be in the 
exïsting condition, the more 
force will be needed to prodüce 
the change in motion. 

The secoud law of motion 
involvüs acceleration. Obvious- 
ly, if the body is at rest, it w r ill 
have its greatest resistance to a 
force attömpting to move it; the 
sarne amount of force will 
develop a greater acceleration 
(change of rate of speed) after 
the body is in motion, To make 
this idea more applicable, (et us 
say that if a performance calls 
for maximum acceleration, suc¬ 
ces sive forces hy body parts 
should be applied to the object, 
allowing no decrease between 
newly developing body forces. 

The thlrd law of motion to 
onderstand is the law of counter-, 
force. The effects of this law 
dopend upon -whether the body 
is supported or unsupported. If 
the body is supported by a fbm 
sur face. the effects of a counter- 
force (a force produced in 
re act ion to anolher force) will be

you think that a return to armed 
struggle is inevitable? 

MACH EL; Conditions in Zim¬ 
babwe in my opinion are excel¬ 
lent, It must be underslood that 
the enemy does not have suffi¬ 
ciënt strengt h to contain the will 
of the people. While it is true that 
the situatiën is favorable for 
negotialion, which may make it 
possihle to avnid armed struggle, 
which wou ld cause a great loss of 
human iife T nevertheless, the 
well-known fact remains that the 
Salisbury racists cannot resist as 
Portugal dld. I am convinced that 
conditions are also favorable for 
armed struggle, for it would 
mean the strangulaticm of the 
minnrity regime. It must be borne 
in rnind that the armed struggle 
in Zimbabwe will be a devastat- 
ing fire in 3 dry forest. Once 
unleashed, nothing will be able to 
stop it, There is only one way out 
for Smith: turning power over to 
the people. 

Q: Is it true that a sort of crisis 
has recently broken out within 
certain official circles of 
FRELIMO, notably at the level of 
the armed forces? 

MACH EL: Of course, the 
FRELIMO has actually suffered 
from several internal crises, the 
most serious having broken out 
on the occasion of the 2nd 
Congress of FRELIMO in July, 
1963, Hut we have never consid- 
ered these crises to be an 
unpleasant or fatal pmblem, On 
the contrary. At the same time 
that foreign *’observers ,f and the 
ene mies of our people were 
asserting that the FRELIMO was 
shattered, liquidated, we were 
laughing about it. They dicl not 
understand that by exposing the 
opportumsitc and traitorous cle¬ 
ments, by dismissing them from 
our movement, we were under- 
Laking an indispensable purifica- 
Lion. When one's revolutionary 
objectives are clear, one must 
never fear purifymg a revolutinn- 
ary move ment wh ene ver weak, 




anti-revolutionary elements are 
unmasked. 

Q: Yet were there not recent 
purges within the Mnzambican 
armed forces? Were not twenty 
military cadres excluded, in- 
cluding members of the central 
committee and the governor of 
Lourenco Marqués? 

M ACH EL: There again, 1 do 
not like the word 1 ‘purge/ 1 I 
prefer purification, LeL me teil 
you what really happened. In 
order to win the armed struggle 
in 1973, it was necessary to 
revitalize the armed forces of 
FRELIMO. At that time, some 
important military commanders 
wearing our uniform were in 
reabty behavïng like our enemies 
in spirit and in action, Their 
ideas, their life-style, their atti¬ 
tude, * , everything pointed out 
that they had been taken in by the 
enemv's ideas, They lived and 
acted in an sntolerable way. We 
had already informed them of 
their errors during the war of 
liheration. Some were transferred 
out of their positions of oom- 
mand, others were placed in 
positions where they were unable 
to act agaïnst the interests of the 
Revolution. 

After independence, their 
activities became more serious. 
Their behavior became even more 
dissolute: drinking began to 
surfaee in the barracks. , . and 
their private lives became scan¬ 
daleus, It was time to act. We 
cnuld have quite simply expelled 
them from FRELIMO -without 
saying a word, But we pi eferred 
the revolutionary way. Inslead of 
merely announcing their transfer 
without any justificaüon, as often 
takes place in most of the 
countries of the world, we 
preferred to revea! everything to 
our people. so that they cnuld 
understand the full dimensions of 
the situation, We wantod thc^m to 
realize that w r e are capable of 
making mistakes in our judge- 
ments, but also of correcting 
them without sliame or reserve.

Q: In other words, it is not at all 
excluded that there may be new 
purifications? 

MACHEL: To make such a 
claim wuld be to deny the 
re vol u L i on ary p rnce ss, Som e 
comrades will be left hehind by 
the events, some will lose 
courage, some will give up. This 
constantly occurs in our struggle. 
It is a continual, permanent 
transformation, There is a con- 
tinous battle for new ideas, a 
struggle against bourgeois com- 
forts, renunciation of privileges, 
For our only privilege is serving 
the people, It is the only way for 
the people to maintain cnnfidence 
in us, 

Q: What is the situation in the 
regions that had been liherated 
by FRÈLJMO during the colonial 
period? 

MACHEL: Naturally the situa¬ 
tion is very difficult, One must 
realize that everything is begin- 
ning from scratch, sometimes 
from even less. The onlv function

of the colonial administration in 
these regions was to collect taxès, 1 
There were no schools, no 
hospitals, no stores. The only 
roads built were those which 
permitted the colonial is ts te 
repress the people, arrest our 
comrades, or collect taxes. When 
the war began, the colonial 
admïnstration buildings became 
barracks — surrounded outposts, 

How r ever, it is because we must 
start from scratch that we have 
great hope of beïng able to 
establish an economie System 
that truly serves the people in 
these regions. These regions are 
particuïarly fertile in ideas and 
very receptive to the creation of a 
new society. Economie, as well as 
s oei al and cultural values must 
spread from the country to the 
cilics. 

Q: One last question: What 
type of socialism are you heading 
toward? 

MACHEL: You know very well 
that there exlsts only one social- 
ism — socialism which responds 
to the demands of the people, a 
system which allows for the soda! 
and economie development of the 
country, a system which allo T- .. 
for an equitable distribution vi 
national wealth to all social 
strata. There is not, there can 
never be an African socialism, a 
national . or Mnzambican social¬ 
ism. There is only on one hand t 
socialism, on the other, capital- 
ism. As for the development of 
scienlific socialism in the various 
countries, it depends, of course, 
on the extent of seientific socifll- 
ism consdousness, It depends on 
the politica] line. which must be 
adapted to the needs of the 
people, to their economie 
development, so that misery and 
oppression — the consequences 
of residual, archaic, feudal and 
capitalist Systems — can be 
el im ma led. 

What we want is a popular- 
based System that will allow the 
people to participate io l ^e 
constriiction of a siKiety, ^ 
abling us, on the 
economie, sociaL and cultural 
level, to recover our identity in a 
harmonieus and struciureii 
wav.

Organization (PLO) for the first 
time in the Council s histöry, was 
convenedon Friday, December 5, 
lo discuss the massive air attack. 
Israël refused to attenri the 
debate. 

The PLO’s historie participa- 
tïon was occasion ed by a 9 to 3 
Security Council vote on what was 
called a "procedural issue." At 
last year s General Assembly 
session, the PLO was granted 
observer status at the U.N. 

Al the Security Council* debate 
cenlered on a proposed resolution 
submitted by Cameroon* 
Guyana, Iraq, Mauritania and 
Tanzania — which expresses 
concern about the " 'deteriorating 
situation” resulting from Israël 1 s 
military and political conduct and 
de live rs a "solemn warning" to 
the Zionists that should the 
attacks continue* "the Council 
would consider takirig appro- 
priate steps and measures." 

The last phase in the draft is 
interpreted as a clear reference to 
poSsible sanctïons against the 
racist Israëli regime. The LLS. 
delegate to the debates, Daniël 
Moynihan* said that the Ameri¬ 
can government would "neither 
condone nor excuse" the air 
attacks and hinted that the 
Progressive resolution would be 
vetoed. 

The Security Council de bate 
was initiated by the Lebanese 
delegaton to the U.N. Lebanese 
Pi emier Rashid Karami appealed 
to world opinion immediately 
following the incident "to deter 
the oppressor and purify society 
of arrogance and actions of 
violation of the rights of

near the county cnurthouse, that 
is a combinatinn «f restaurant and

George's pracüce is a general 
mie, and indudes sorne civil right 
cases which are reputed nol tn be 
very lucralive. 

The morning The Mnntclaricm 
loilowed George around was a 
vivid blur of a rush, fïrst tn 
Oakland Municipa) Court, halls 
lined with a crush of people, 
waiUng, Fast introductkms to 
judgos and olher well-known 
Oakland figures. 

"You 're in good company/ 1 
one Republican Mum judge 
reinarked lo The Montciarion. 

While waiting for an elevator 
George is picked out of the crowd 
hy a confused man, lnoking for 
help, Though pushed for time 
George guides Ihe oJd man — 
drunk already at 9 a.m, — aiding 
him in finding direetions to the 
court he is to be tried in on a 
shoplifting charge, 

Then a drive over tn San 
Francisco to the empty white 
halls of the Federal Courts, where 
George is representing a woman 
in a case against the U.,S. Post 
Office. She claims that sbe was 
discriminated against because 
she is a woman and Black, They 
say she was nnt döpendable. 
Gc orge fidgets when she is late 
foi court, bul il dnesn't matter 
because anotber case is heard 
First. 

TWO HOL RS 

Fwo hnurs later he retrieves his 
car frorn the lot across the streel* 
The S3 charge, he remarks, is 
worth more than the car* Then 
back to Oakland. lunch and 
upstairs lo the office (where staff 
is cleaning up afler a burglary), 
Then to Berkeley Municipal 
cnurl. 

Th is reporter ha i led out a fler 
lunch, But George was stilt goiiig 
si rong, and planning an evening 
political meeting. 

"I can't play checkers, cards or 
golf,“ he says of los restless 
nature, "I can only sil when I 
read.'* 

Dn you ever read for pleasure, 
he is asked? Do you read fiction? 
“Only the Tribune/' he shoots 
back. 

George is pront! of his Family — 
his wife and Ihe ia tb ree handsome 
ehildren, of his older brothers, all 
alhleles — now teuchers and 
roadies, 

If elecled, George says* he wil! 
slrive fnr re-ordering of priorUies: 
“There must be a change in the 
oh! priorities. The problems of 
the < Umic minorily are based on 
the imiilölion of meeting their 


needs with in the present econo¬ 
mie and politica! sHuation/* 

He sees the Citizenry rapidly 
despairïng, losing failh in both 
the political and economie éystem 
— “which is nol able to distribute 
resources Ihmugh wages, as jobs 
disappear, nnt only for Blacks and 
ether minoriLies, but now for 
Whites as well," 

Tt will require a re-ordering of 
things/' he predicts, “nr a police 
state.'' 

George praises the “opening 
up” to the people of the 
Supervisors' Offices, achieyed by 
Tom Rales, But George has his 
own ideas on dealing with 
unmet needs* The most serieus 


problems, he says, are housing* 
educalion and unemployment, 

T see new towns, in town/ p a 
catch phrase he repeats. “New 
towns in iown ineans making the 
broken down neighborhoods lïv- 
able. Getting the young, just- 
married people back into town, 
where they can raise families in a 
house* not just an apartment,'' 
PROGRESSIVE C0AUT10N 
He sees himself as part of a 
“pmgressive coalitioiT' of 
elected officials on several levels 
of government that wou ld try to 
deal ratinnally with the problems 
of unemployment and poliution. 

The task is to clean up the air 
and water. There are more than 


enough jobs in that to put many 
people Lo work/' 

‘This country is filthy rich, ’ 
he says with a doublé meaning, 
He worries about the ‘ warped 
priorities' of the country — and 

The county. About money going 
into huge amounls of military and 
police hardware* “Why don ’t 
they talk about scrapping sorne of 
these military programs?'* 

On crime: “Violent crime is 
a threat to human dignity. People 
should have a right to fee! free 
from its threat* The minonty 
community/' he reminds. “suf¬ 
fers most under it. Yet the most 
economie resources are lost 
through white collar crime/ ' 

He questions the effec live ness 
of expeneiitures on the county + s 
new multimillion dollar criminal 
computer data system , CORPUS. 

“Do you feel any safer because 
of CORPUS/' he asks? 

George wants more community 
involvement in health planning, 
economie development and the 
myriad services labeled “Jaw and 
justice" in the county budget. 

As for welfare, “f think most 
people would like to work, We 
shoukl provide jobs, or have a 
humane welfare system for 
people whn can not work, 

He ha les poverty and the lives 
people lead in the ghetto: Pfxir 
people shouldn't have to wait till 
they are rniddle class lo be 
Lreated with respect. 

“The ghetto produces mon¬ 
sters and ugiiness* My whole Iife 
I've worked to eliminate this 
ugiiness. “ 

The vïolence in the schools: “I 
don't coiidone or excuse it* 

“Poor people/' says George, 
have to organize. “We need 
alliances, a coalition of unions, 
Whites, White liberals* 

George likes his Üakland-Ber- 
keley district. 

“There are good ideas in 
Berkeley," he says* “and Oak* 
land can offer Berkeley* aften 
wracked by struggles with in the 
Democratie Party* a certain 
steadiness/ '
